lack of enlightened enterprise.—Gazette. 


The above appears in an editorial in 


the Gazette, written by Bob 1'olton, 
who la Keno'a champion in matters in- 
tended for its advancement by devel- 
oping its material 
mtereats. 
The 


JOCBNAL a year or more ago made it- 
eelf intarested in the town and Us 
interests and has continued to do so. 
Not only has it been interested in the 
town, as it has also taken an interest 
in the welfare of the entire State, and 
will continue to present these interests 
in its columns to public notice with all 
the ability it commands. When en 
gaged \n a duty there is upon each 
citizen there is in the State, it will be 
the object of the paper to do the work 
in a way that will be to the best inter- 
ests of all the people, by giving them 
such information and encouragement 
in their efforts as can be acquired and 
given under the conditions there are 
upon the State, 


The relations of the State to busi- 


ness are not what they should be, as 
the people have had no stimulus given 
them to act. 
Bepressive measures 


have been upon them during the years 
they have toiled to acquire homes and 
bring upj their families, which they 
have succeeded in doing in a very 
commendable way. The pressure there 
Las been and continues to be upon 
them is not and was not calculated to 
bring in its train wealth or business 
energj. 


The JOURNAL bad something to do 


with procuring an organization of the 
society called Reno Improvement Asso- 
ciation last spring, which in less than 
a year has become a narrow affair 
directed on the theory of the old 
Methodist prayer: "O Lord, bless me 
and my wife; my sou John and his 
wife—us four and no more." When it 
is supposed that public affairs can be 
directed or enlarged by any such two 
by four arrangement, it is a public 
mistake. 
It requires breadth and 


depth equal to tbe community to make 
B sucoesB of public effort, for which 
came these efforts require men equal 


fault for a failure to secure thd inter* 
eetR they are charged with losing be- 
oauBeof a lack of enlightened enterprise 
The charge may be deemed to be justly 
within the line of action toward the 
State and its people, when Nevada was 
placarded in the State of California as 
a bridge for the Central Pacific. 


Mr. Fulton and the Gazette were in 


Reno when the several matters men- 
tioned were within the reach of the 
people, which they lost as charged be- 
cause of a lack of enlightened enter- 
prise. Why is it that the people were 
not informed about a possible loss 
when it could have been prevented by 
the source of present information on 
the subject? They must have been 
aware of the opportunity or thoy could 
not now give the people the informa- 
tion which reflects upon their intelli- 
gence and enterprise. Mr. Fulton has 
been at the head of and identified with 
organizations intended to benefit Eeno 
before the present tims. Will he be 
kind enough to tell the ignorant peo- 
ple of the town what he has done to 
further any enterprise of an industrial 
nature, or of any nature whatever, 
there is or has been connected with 
the place. There is not a man in the 
town who has had more opportunity to 
show his superior intelligence and en- 
terprise than Mr. Fulton. The Gazette 
has been under, or subject to, his con- 
trol all these years, which has fur- 
nished him witb opportunity for in- 
telligent and enterprising work in the 
interest of an ignorant people and he 
should be able to direct their attention 
to some particular intelligent and en- 
terprising feat he has accomplished in 
their interest.
